From tbe Field. 

Id mv last I was at home, and gave a cor- 
respondence from New Enterprise church, 
which I intended to continue in the future. 
Since then I have made a trip to Washington 
county, Pennsylvania, and returned via. Fay- 
ette and Westmoreland counties. While my 
trip was not as successful, financially, as the 
former one, it was attended with more curios- 
ities and adventures. I tilled an appointment 
in the "frame 1 ' church, in Ten Mile congrega- 
tion, without anything strange to occur ; but 
-when I went to tne vicinity of the "brick," I 
was solicited to hold three services, Saturday 
night, Sunday morning and evening. These 
services were attended with some difficulties 
The first evening the house was locked and 
the key refused, and I was forced 10 make my 
atand on the doorsteps, from which I tried to 
make a few remarks suitable to the occasion. 
But I found it was not so interesting to talk 
to a congregation when I could not see them 
in face, neither they me. This was the sec- 
ond time that tbe Brethren were locked out, 
and the cry was among the more liberal that 
"they would not do it again, as they were 
sick of it f but their predictions proved to be 
as unreliable as Vennor's, though made per- 
haps in better faith. 

On Sunday morning, by some means the 
door was open and we held two pleasant ser- 
vices with good attention and interest. I be- 
lieve "Ten Mile" would be a good place for 
the Brethren to work just now. What they 
lack is a regular minister and prayer meeting 
and Sunday schools, and active work by those 
who oppose such unchristian conduct. The 
German Baptist Elder there resorts to some 
very strange things to hold them professedly 
conservative. There being some there who 
have been baptized by the Brethren, he tells 
them that he is not opposed to receiving such 
without rebaptism. How he can harmonize 
that with his speech, in full report, 1883, 
I cannot see. Strange things happen indeed, 
do they °ot ? 

I stopped Snnday afternoon and night with 
friend Daniel Eller, who is upwards of seven- 
ty years old, and out of the church, just be- 
cause of Buch inconsistencies. He says it 
makes more infidels than lngeraoll, Payne, 
and Voltaire, alt combined. In speaking of 
conservatism aa exhibited in their midst, upon 
the locking of the door on this occasion, he 
says ; "It looks to me like a dry bone with- 
out meat or marrow." Oh, when will this 
uncharitable conduct cease ! May God has- 
ten the day.

inference, it is quite evident to the mind of 
the writer that wrong impressions have been 
made on the minds of some of the readers of 
your columns, and those who are not subscrib- 
ers have been shown said items with wrong 
interpretation thereon, which is calculated to 
do injustice to persons concerned either indi- 
vidually or collectively, hence I arise to ex- 
plain, that things may be understood in their 
proper l ; ght. 

I thus arise from a sense of duty and jus- 
tice to all parties concerned ; al»t> in behalf ol 
Plum creek congregation, and to disabuse the 
minds of those who may be operated upon. 

I would aay that in some resjiects the items 
are true but not fully understood in all partic- 
ulars. The inference drawn by Brother Brown 
is altogether wrong. 

Foi- some time past tbe Brethren thought 
that something ought to be done toward help- 
ing those who labor in word and doctrine. 
and the secular affairs of laborers were of 
such a nature, that they could not devote to 
this work the time that it requires. The 
members appreciating the situation desired to 
render some assistance, and thinking that they 
could not justify two, decided to remunerate 
one, and tor our part we were satisfied to let 
the church decide as it would. Hence the 
church convened in a regular appointed quar 
terly council, presided over by the Elder, and 
by the voice of the church taken, decided that 
one should devote more of his time to the 
work, and receive some remuneration for the 
same, without any stated or specified salary; 
which we think is considered right and script- 
ural by all, except those who aie predjudiced 
in their minds against it. These are the main 
facts as they stand. 

With regard to the inference : '"This seems 
to say to the Elder, 'We can spare you; you 
can go about and see how much discord you 
and your co-laborers can sow." The infer- 
ence is a wrong one, as far as I know, and I 
think 1 ought to know. It is not intended 
by the congregation to divert the Elder of 
his Eldership. He sustains the same rela- 
tionship to the congregation now as hereto- 
fore, as far as Eldership is concerned. 

Since the church does not seem to 
say to him "you and your co-laborers can go 
about and see how much discoid you can sow." 
The church wants no discord sown. It wants 
to collect and unite heart to heart, and mind 
to mind, and effort to effort. In the salvation 
of souls it wants to save and not to destroy, 
and ought to be a co-laborer and sow 
part. We have no desire to sow discord, 
even if the church should say so. It is not 
according to the commission of our master 
whom we serve. 

We ought to be very careful in drawing 
conclusions and inferences. We are so apt to 
draw wrong rather than right ones. More 
especially when they are sent bread cast in 
our land through the public press. Many 
are eager to grasp them and make capital of 
them,at the expense of others. If we want 
to be followers of ChriBt, and to have his 
word as our rule of faith and practice, we 
ought to be very careful in those matters, or 
we may violate some of its precepts and thus 
be amenable unto the law,
